Mexican Haiiway Enterprises. 


The prosperity of our neighbors across the 
Rio Grande is a matter of interest, selfish 
interest, to us. Just now, their country is 
decidedly looking up; her government is 
fairly efficient—for Mexico, and the atten- 
tion of her rulers is resoluiely turned to- 
wards the promotion of railroad enterprises. 
They have discovered that the iron rails 
breed a better civiliz:tion, increased com- 
forts of life, and a higher degree of intelli- 
gence and busiaess prosperity. 

For many years the Mexican government 
Las desired to bring about the construction 
of a system of railroads that would connect 
the principal towns of the interior with both 
the sea coasts and the United States. Extra- 
ordinary privileges and grants were offered 
to the company that would undertake their 
construction. Two schemes were presented. 
The one represented by General Rosecrans, 
in the interest of Pennsylvania capitalists, 
simply proposed to build a road from the city 
of Mexico, through anearly uninhabited dis 
trict, to the Border, where it would connect 
with Tom. Scott's lines. Their bill was 
pushed through Congress, in the approved 
American fashion, but the veto power of the 
Executive laid it out cold. 

The governmental concessions were then 
acquired by the Interuational Company, cf 
which Mr. Plumb was the head and front. 
That company proposed to build a road from 
the City of Mexico to Quaretero, thence to 
Guansjutato and Lagas, thence to San Luis, 
Saltillo and Monterey, and thus on north to 
some point on the Rio Grande, where it 
would connect with our railway system. 
From Lagas there was to bea branch towards 
the southeast, which would come out on the 
Pacific coast, probably at Colima. Well, 
Mr. Plumb came onto New York to get the 
needful amount of mon y. Instead of 
money, however, he struck ihe panic, which 
was at its heigth, and that killed his scheme. 
All his grants and privileges were, therefore, 
annulled. 

The Mexicans, who hal by this time 
thoroughly caught the fever of internal im- 
provements, saw that all he pes of obtaining 
them by means of foreign capital were futile, 
and so their capitalists concluded to build the 
needed roads themselves. A company has 
been formed of native Mexicans, all of 
whom are gentlemen of iirge means and 
high positions. The President of the new 
organization is Senor A. de Mier, who is a 
man of great wealth, a liberal portion of 
which he proposes to invest in the new en- 
terprise. | 

The country has shaken off its old lethargy 
and chronic anarchy, and taken a new de- 
parture. It is thought that the present rail- 
way enterprise will assume a national char- 
acter,and that all who have the means to 
spare will contribute as they are able. The 
new company has adopted the plans of Mr. 
Plumb, and has received from the Govern- 
ment the same grants and privileges that 
were extended to the International Company. 
When we consider that the Mexicans them- 
selves built the road from Vera Cruz to Mex- 
ico, which attains an altitude of 8,000 
feet above the sea and passes 
through forty tunnels, and that they now 
control it, as they always have, we can gather 
faith that the people will be able to lay their 
rails to the Rio Grande, thus enabling us to 
ride without change to the very Halls of the 
Montezumas. They have certainly caught 
the railroad-building fever, and there is hope 
while it rages. Our southwestern neighbors, 
with their vast natural resources, may yet 
astonish the world. The surest way out of 
their slough of despond certainly lies in the 
wonder-working iron rails.

Americas Cetten Its Pesitionin the 
World's Supply. 


We see it stated by one of our exchanges, 
uevally well informed, that “the world is 
constantly reducing the proportion of Amer- 
ican cotton used.” This is a very great mis— 
tuke—in fact, it is just the reverse of the 
truth. From 1861 to 1865 there was a neces- 
sity compelling spinners to reduce the use of 
American; but since then they have increased 
its proportional use 70 per cent, the other 
descriptions showing but little change. Be- 
sides this, every year sees American cotton 
almost entirely swept from the stocks in 
ports just before the new crop comes in to 
replenishthem. Its price, of course, is effect- 
ed by the abundant supplies of other cotton, 
but whatever its price, the American finds 
amatket every year almost to exhaustion— 
this, too, at a constantly increasing disparity 
of price inits favor. About three years ago, 
when middling upland (American) was worth 
only 7d. in Liverpool, fair Dhollera (Sarat) 
was worth 6d. In the depression last fall, 
when midland upland “on the spot” at Liv- 
erpool fell to 8 1-4d., fair Dhollera was 
quoted at 5 5-8d., showing a relative gain of 
1 8-8d. to the American since the winter of 
1870-71. Nearly the same change has oc- 
curred between our cotton and the long 
staples of Egypt and Brazil. 

It is true that during the war famine Surat 
cotton of high grade was used by itself for 
22 as flne as No. 30 in England, and 
that the difference in spinning value between 
American and Burat cotton of equal grade 
was thus reckoned as low as 12 to 15 per 
cent. But tested by the market prices during 
the last year the difference has risen to 40 
or 50 percent. The difference is so sensibly 
felt by tbe mill operatives that the trades 
unions in England now practically forbid the 
substitution of Surat for American cotton, 
whatever the difference in price, for any but 
the coarsest fabrics. It required a decline of 
fair Egyptian to a price asd. below that of 
middling Orleans to force the large substitu- 
tion of long staples for American in 1871-2, 
when the American crop was so short, 
though the former had previously been 3a$d. 
the dearer, Except for, very low or very 
bigh, counts of yarn the common American 
staple has preference, and, as shown, at 
gradually increasing differences of price in 
its favor. Such is its superiority, in inherent 
qualities, due to the climate in which it is 

rown, for nine-tenths of the world’s wants 
in textile fabrics, that it commands the situ- 
ation. When produced at a price low enough 
—of course then for the time ia excess—it 
will drive other sorts out of use by makin 
their production unprefitable; but at no dif- 
ference in price can they drive out American 
or materially displace it in the world's con- 
sumption. 

It is a mistake to suppose that even the 
poorly paid ryot labor of India, producing 
40 or 50 pounds of cotton to the acre, worth 
ia Europe, including all the expenses to put 
it there, only $5 50 for the fifty pounds, can 
compete with the American grower, getting 
by his own labor 400 pounds per acre, worth 
relatively in Europe the sum of $72; or, to 
suppose the culture of cotton in Egypt can 
be materially extended beyond its pres- 
ent amount without serious detriment to its 
people by the loss of cereals, or that the 
Egyptian culture would not be much short: 
ened should low prices prevail two or three 
years insuccession. Should American cotton 
fall to the prices of 1865-1869 (or 10 to 12 per 
cent. higher, as all other commodities are 
throughout the world.) the corn and sugar of 
Egypt, aad the rice, juté and indigo of India 
would day better than cotton 


In view of thes; facts the strength of ‘the 


position of American cotton, as compared 
with other descriptions of cotton, is too evi- 


dent to admit of dispute. Its price will cer- 


tainly be largely influenced, as it always has 
been, by the extent of the supply of other 


descriptions; but the entire supply is all 
needed, and finds a ready market at relatively 
increasing prices.— Financial Chronicle,

Editors Constitution, Atlanta, Ga: I eee an extract 
in your paper ot 20.h inst., from the Mountain Signal, 
at Dahlonega, in which the humiliating confeseion is 
made That it is weil known throughout the whole 
country that Dahlonegs has always had the reputa- 
tion oi being a piace where more vice and immorality 
existed than any other place in Georgia.“ Now, 
being well acquainted situ the people of that place 
for twenty years, and what its reputation is and has 
been, I deny the assertion of the Signal as being true, 
and say that it is a misrepresentation of the morality 
of the people and character of the towa, In propor- 
tion to numbers I know of no town in Georgia that 
can boast of a better or higher morality than that 
which obtains among its citizens, If anything to the 
contrary appears it may arise from the fact that n 
bers of persons have tempogarily resided there fr 
other sections in quest of gold, whose moral conduct 
was not always good. Her citizens have from the 
organization of Dablonegs as a town, maintained as 
goed and large churches, Sabbath Schools and week 
day schools, and contribut d as much to the support 
of the gospel and other christian and patriotic enter- 
prises as any other town in the State, in proportion to 
ite wealth and population. 

The writer of that article afterwards admits that 
‘‘our churches, sabbath schools and other institutions 
of morality are in flourishing condition,“ but seems 
10 think that legislation is necessary in order to re- 
move the sale of intoxicating liqaors from the place, 
Now, if these ‘institutions of morality’? continue 
their good works in the futureas they have inthe 
past, this will render all further Isgisiation in 
regard to the sale or use of spirituous liquors 
unnecessary, as the lnw in its present shape, provides 
good guarantees egeainstits sale to minors, and to 
persons who are drunk, etc. Our opinion is that it is 
impracticable and impolitic to attempt to work moral 
or resigtous reformations by legislation. It devolves 
upon pwents, gua‘dians, tutors, and all others having 
contrelfof minor children to train them up in the 
way they should go, and when they are old they will 
not depart from it.” Ifthey learn to keep away from 
groceries, and let spirituous liqaorsalone, they are 
not likely to be damaged by them. — 
Moreover, if the writer desires really to abolish the 
sale of liquors from the town of Dahlonega with the 
least expense to the people, and according to law, let 
the petitioners address their complaints to the Ordi - 
nary of the county, who lives in the town, and he has 
the right to grant the request.—See New Code, Sec- 
tion 1419.
